Good  soil  for  water  lilies 
may  be  prepared  by  tak¬ 
ing  a  bushel  of  well- 
rotted  sod,  adding  a  peck 
of  cow  manure,  1  pound 
of  bone  meal  and  one- 
half  pound  of  blood  meal. 
If  planted  in  boxes,  the 
crowns  are  barely  cov¬ 
ered  with  soil,  topped  first  with  a  layer  of  gravel,  and  then  about  an 
inch  of  sand  to  keep  the  water  clean.  Boxes  should  be  at  least  14  x 
14  x  8  inches.  Plants  should  be  started  at  a  depth  of  3  to  5  inches, 
increasing  the  depth  as  growth  advances  to  10  or  12  inches.
